“I have been spoken to by many 
people who are greatly concerned 
—some of them employees in this 
building.

They 
accepted a lower rate of interest 
than purchasers of bonds, because 
they wanted their savings to be 
payable on demand or on call. By 
this bill. the government proposes 
to treat them the same as investors 
in government bonds and pay them 
in perpetual stock, redeemable at 
the option of the government in 35 
years time. I strongly urge on the 
government that it exempt these 
savings certifi ates from the bill 
and take some other means of pay- 
ing them in cash.” 


SIMILAR PLEA 

D. M. Duggan, Conservative 
leader, joined in similar plea, “A 
bond is a negotiable instrument,” 
he said.

Last summer the province received $106,000 
per month from the federal treasury to assist 
in giving unemployment relief.

Writing a column of this nature, it is hope- 
less to expect to please everybody. Neverthe- 
less, I was relieved to find that only one reader 
took offence at the publication the other day 
in this column of the parodies of the Lord's 
Prayer and the 23rd Psalm, which are being 
circulated by hoodwinked 
Social Crediters.

and the realization that her savings, invested 
in Alberta Savings Certificates, are gone be- 
yond recall under the Aberhart regime, inspired 
the following lyrical protest:

The action of the dog-owners on the Socjal 
Credit benches in voting down the government 
bill to impose taxes of $1 to $10 a year on dogs 
in Alberta, closed a very promising avenue of 
revenue. Not being the owner of a dog I was 
able to consider the argument for taxing can- 
ines in a calm state of mental detachment. 

The theory of the Government is that dogs 
cause a great deal of damage in the province 
by worrying sheep to death, and that the estab- 
lishment of a dog tax, would enable compen- 
sation to be paid to sheep-owners. 

You know how dangerous these fierce Pom- 
eranians and poodles are to sheep, and how 
costly a cow or a pig that has been crossed with 
an automobile. One may not see dogs pursuing 
bands of sheep and killing them, as one walks 
along Jasper Avenue, but the government fig- 
ures that the average dog in Alberta kills from

A 
dollar a year on each canary would pay minis- 
terial salaries. 

How about’white mice and rabbits? When 
I was a youngster of about eight and innocent 
of “the facts of life,” I bought a pet white mouse 
named “Dick.” Dick was the biggest in the 
cage. That was why I picked him. He did his 
stuff right well and a week later presented me 
with a litter of baby mice, Ten cents a head on 
mice would buy new automobiles for the min- 
isters. 

To anyone with imagination, there is no end 
to the possibilities of the tax on domestic ani- 
mals.

How To Correct Fallen 
Arches 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

It is entirely possible to have fallen arches 
which do not produce any local discomfort in 
the feet themselves and yet cause an endless 
list of aches and pains in other parts of the 
body. Very often rheumatism of the lower legs 
an aching sensation in the knees, are in 
reality due to weak arches. 
Even sciatica and the pres- 
ence of other pains in the 
lower back, may be traced to 
flat feet. 

If taping up the insteps 
with adhesive provides mark- 
ed relief from pain in the legs 
or through the lower back, 
then you may be sure that 
the discomfort was due to the 
strain upon the nerves and 
ligaments due to the faulty 
position of the arches of the feet. 

Flat feet are often caused simply because 
the muscles of the foot and calves are too weak 
to support a body which is overweight. When 
obesity is overcome the feet are again restored 
to their normal shape. When one picks up and 
lays down 200 to 250 pounds at every step, of 
course a great strain is exerted on the bones 
and tendons of the foot. If the patient weighs 
250 pounds, it only takes 8 steps to raise and 
lower a ton of weight. 

The ordinary foot is equal to its task but 
there is a certain limit of endurance and too 
much weight eventually makes the foot collapse 
and the natural spring of the arches will be lost. 
Until the weight is reduced to normal not much 
success can be hoped for in the correction of 
foot troubles. 

Arch supports may provide relief for a time 
but these serve only as crutches and do not 
strengthen the feet. The most effective meas- 
ure for the correction of flat feet is exercise 
and the exercises used should be designed to 
increase the tone and strength of the foot and 
calf muscles. 

One of the best exercises may be taken at 
the time of your daily walk—learn to walk at 
least part of the time with the toes pointing in 
and not out. This is the way primitive people 
walk who do not use shoes with stiff soles. In 
this way the toes are used to grip the ground 
and the feet are arched more naturally. Walk 
“pigeon-toed” every other block and wear 
lighter shoes, 

Another good exercise is to stand barefoot 
on a thick book and attempt to grasp the edges 
of the book with all of the toes. 

An excellent exercise can be taken while 
standing with the feet crossed. Place the right 
foot in front of the left with the heel of the 
right foot touching the side of the left heel. 
Point the toes as far out as possible, and then 
placing the hands on the hips, sway slightly to 
one side and then the other, catching your 
weight on the big toe of each foot as you throw 
your weight first to one side and then to the. 
other. 

These exercises if persisted in will gradually 
bring back the muscular power in the necessary 
muscles and your arches will soon return to 
their normal strength. You can then discard 
the arch supports and your feet will be strong 
enough to wear shoes with low heels. At least, 
wear these lower heeled shoes and continue to 
take the “pigeon-toe” exercise and in this way 
do as much as you can to keep your feet as 
strong as nature intended them to be.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1892 the On- 
tario Government building in 
Queen's Park, Toronto, so often 
miscalled the “Parliament Build- 
ing’ when it is the “Legislative 
Building,” was officially opened 
The project of erecting a new 
official building had been first 
mooted in 1877; in 1880, $500,000 
was voted for such a purpose. 
Tenders were called and more 
money was voted, but still there 
was delay. It was not until Oc- 
tober, 1886, that work was begun. 
It took six years to finish at a 
cost of considerably over a mil- 
lion dollars. There were many 
folk who asserted that it was a 
waste of public money, that the

building would be too large for a 
century, but as time went on it 
was found too small and an 
annex has had to be built at a 
cost of another million or so, 

The opening was an elaborate 
ceremony Lieutenant Governor 
Kirkpatrick made the address, 
and the building was accepted by 
Hon, Oliver Mowat, and then On- 
tario’s legislators and civil ger- 
vants settled down to work in 
what some wicked Tories of the 
time described as “Christopher 
Fraser's Palace,” that gentleman 
having been Commissioner of 
Works. It was, in truth, a big 
building for the period, but the 
statesmen had vision and they 
built accordingly

DELAY IS DANGEROUS 

Editor Bulletin: In defence of 
a good man’s name, it must ap- 
pear to Herbert C. Boyd of 
Edgerton that certain of our Al- 
berta M.L.A.’s must rate as in- 
grates. 

A hard word—sure, his cor- 
respondence fits contain letters 
from a member of our present 
legislature acknowledging that 
his technical contributions de- 
fending the legal powers of the 
province had been a strong con- 
tributing factor in securing their 
election, yet when Major Douglas 
names Mr. Boyd as a prospective 
adviser to the government they 
allow it to appear on record that 
he was in doubt regarding a pro- 
vincial application of Social 
Credit. 

Mr. Boyd deserves justification 
upon this score, and an apology 
from certain provincial members. 

A masterly article in the Ad- 
vocate (of Edson) was published 
in the July, 1935, issue a 
somewhat similar article in the 
Social Credit Chronicle about the 
same time 

As a member of the legal pro- 
fession the author of these 
articles gave an authenticity to 
this subject that no mere layman 
could emulate. 


That hig conclusions were 
technically sound {s_ further 
proved by a rather cynical 
ariicle from friend, Mr. R. T. 


Elliott, K.C., who is not by any 
means a Social Creditor. 

This article headed “The Good 
Old Post Mortem” appeared in 
the Bulletin on August 27, 1935, 
It is a complete justification of 
this position, a striking para- 
graph reads: “Now nothing re- 
mains but to deliver the goods; 


and there are no constitutional 
difficuitic > way.” 

Further that Dominion parlia- 
ment has no power to enact that 
provincial transactions shall be 
carried out by means of banks 
and currency, or by promissory 
notes or bills of exchange. 

“Social Credit has an abso- 
lutely clear road along which to 
deliver the goods. There are no 
constitutional difficulties or: 
alibis.’ 

So far. so good 

What are we waiting for? 

Conviction is growing that the 
government don't know how to 
deliver the goods, and fear to ad- 
mit the fact, hence their re- 
luctance to accept competent di- 
rection from others. 

If, on the other hand, they 
agree to a surrender of the pro- 


vincial powers, the only othe: 
method which would recover 
them would be a much more 


drastic one—the difficult process 
of making secession a fact—-and 
assert a definite demand for com- 
plete provincial sovereignty 
such as B.C, had before the sur- 
render for railway facilities; and 
the other provinces also prior to 
the B.N.A. Act of 1869. 

Delay is dangerous to the 
Social Credit issue here; growing 
dissatisfaction over increased 
taxation, imparing of confidence 
over the enactments already 
adopted, and other steps; includ- 
ing the failure to secure Major 
Douglas; the surrender to a 
“sound money” adviser, all un- 
necessary steps in the light of the 
possibilities of a Social Credit 
economy, and leaving both time 
and opportunity for a financially 
powerful opposition to establish 
obstructive measures,

COLONEL JAMES WALKER 
The doyen of Western frontiers- 
men has passed on and the roll 
call of pioneers is less by yet 
another name, The name is 
Colonel James Walker. 

Being the oldest soldier in the 
Canadian Militia is a distinction 
which Colonel Walker had long 
enjoyed and one to which the 
late Sir Arthur Currie drew at- 
tention when he referred to him 
as a man who went to war every 
fifty years or so. The fact that 
he had seen so much active ger- 
vice and only once overseas—and 
that at the age of seventy—re- 
minds one that Canada hes not 


enjoyed the tradition of peace so 
interruptedly as the generation 
may suppose. 

Older by many years than Al- 
berta, older than Calgary, he had 
grown up with both and played 
an active part in the laying of 
their foundations and the rearing 
of the structures. Chairman of 
the first committee of eitizens 
charged with the orderly admin- 
istration of the young settlement 
that was Calgary, Colonel Walk- 
er was father of el! the mayors 
and the founder of the first 
school so that Calgary's nine 
children might be meetly 
educated.—Calgary Albertan.

In Choosing Life Work 


In a month or so there will be many thousands of students 
leaving schools and colleges throughout the province, most of 
whom will be seeking employment. The problem of choosing a 
position, of deciding what type of work one is best adapted to, and 
of knowing where and how to seek a position is a difficult one. The 
Edmonton Public School board has appointed a vocational in- 
structor, Dr. C. B. Willis, whose task is to aid pupils in determin- 
ing what kind of work they are best suited for, and directing 
their education along toward that end.

It can be used alone on a moistened 
and slightly lathered wash cloth as 
a skin cleanser, or it can be made 
into a face mask. To prepare the 
face mask, one-half cup of the corn 
| meal should be combined with 
enough milk to form a_ thick, 
smooth paste that will spread easily. 
The skin should be thoroughly 
cleansed with cleansing cream and 
then with soap and water before the 
mask is applied. Then the paste 
should be spread generously over 
the face and permitted to dry. When 
thoroughly dry, it should be remov- 
ed with tepid water and a soft cloth,

Postal History and Postal Rates 

Eighteen years before Heligoland 
became British property, in 1796, it 
was, there was a special Hamburg 
City Post Agency, under an Agent 
named Volkers, who had been sent 
to Heligoland from Hamburg. This 
remained until 1.7.66.. when he was 
taken over by the British. He had 
to send mails to Cuxhaven, or vice- 
versa, when British ships were 
prevented by bad weather from 
sailing. One penny was charged 
for delivering letters in Heligoland, 
as the postmen were unpaid until 
the appointment of paid officials

plies, equipment, and a multitude 
of incidentals will be purchased 

In 1930 the Great Bear lake 
radium discoveries were announc- 
ed, and at that time radium was 
worth $70,000 per gram. Colorado 
had supplied a_ portion of the 
American requirements, but the 
source of this supply had been de- 
pleted until the quantity mined 
was no longer a factor in the worla 
production The Belgian Congo 
was the principal source when the 
Canadian discovery was made. Now 
radium in Canada is entirely de- 
rived from Canadian sources, and 
large shipments of mineral deposits 
are being made to the United States 
and other countries 

Considering all facts in their re- 
lation to one another, there is suf- 
ficient evidence to induce confi- 
dence by the larger mining groups 
in the ore showings now exposed 
and to prospectors to make search 
for new locations. There are many 
basic metals above mentioned 
occurring in the north which are 
used in the industries and in the 
usual cycle of events will come into 
prominence.

Metallurgy, at Ottawa, Dr. F. J 
Alcock of the Geological Survey 
outlined the results of his examina- 
tion last summer of some interest- | 
ing deposits of gold which were dis- 
covered in 1934 on Lodge Bay, 
north shore of Lake Athabaska, 
about 50 miles east of the Alberta | 
boundary. | 

Most significant feature of these 
deposits is that the gold occurs not 
only in quartz veins cutting the 
pre-Cambrian granite, but also in 
the granite itself. 

Extensive work is being carried | 
out to see if the gold-bearing zones 
of the granite averages sufficiently 
high in gold to be mined in bulk. 
It would appear that there are dis- 
tinct possibilities that several large- 
tonnage deposits may be found of 
sufficient grade to be mined profit- 
ably 

This type of deposit is new in the 
pre-Cambrian of Canada and alters 
some of our conceptions regarding 
the mineral possibilities of much 
of this northern country. Much of 
the Canadian Shield consists of 
granite and granite-gneiss which | 
has always been regarded as offer- 
ing little hope to the prospector 
It has been in areas underlain by 
older rocks of sedimentary and 
voleanic origin, particularly when 
these rocks are intruded by small 
masses of granite, that the profit- 
able deposits have been found. 

If large-tonnage mines can be de- 
veloped in the granites themselves, 
it means that much more of our 
vast northern territory can be con-

He was buried alone out in a Wyoming wilderness

Lord Stanley was supported by 
Mr. Winston Churehill and Si 
Roger Keyes. “It has been con- 
clusively proved”, said the admiral, 
“that a modern battleship has less 
to fear from the heaviest bombs 
dropped from the air than from 
armor-piercing projectiles or large 
torpedoes fired. from submarines or 
destroyers. 

"The velocity of a bomb depends 
on gravity. The velocity of a shell 
is immense. There is no compari- 
son between the two.” 

Lord Stanley contended that it 
was a fallacious idea that the bat- 
tleship, because of its size, was the 
most vulnerable of all ships 

"The contrary is the case because 
a battleship, owing to its size, can 
have a greater depth of armor, can 
be divided into compartments 
whereby damage by explosion is 
localized and can carry a practi- 
cally unlimited number of antisr 
aircraft guns,” he said. 

Finally, Mr. H. V. Alexander, 
First Lord of the Admiraity in the 
Labor government, who charged 
that the defence policy of the Gove 
ernment was based on panic, mace
